Ordinance Proposing Mercan- 


tile License Meets With 


Disfavor. 


Strong Protest Against the Measure Is to Be 


Presented to the City 


Council. 


Leading Tradesmen Declare Such a Law Would 


Unjust, Outrageous and a Relic of 


Feudalism, 


Be 


The merchants of Oakland have risen 


en masse against the ordinance pro- 
posed by Councilman Earl levying a 
mercantile tax on all business houses 
and at the same time reducing the 
license paid by saloons one-half. 


At last evening's session of the City 


Council there was a large delegation' 
on hand prepared to protest agaimst I 
the ordinance, but the matter was 
continued until next Monday evening. 


However, this morning the trades- 


men met again in the rooms of- the 
Board of Trade and voiced their unan- 
imous protests against the ordinance, 
which was variously referred 
to as 


outrageous, unjust and a relic of feu- 
dalism. 


The outcome of the meeting was 


the adoption of resolutions to be pre- 
sented to the City Council which will 
be signed by all the leading merchants 
In this city. Another outcome of the 
meeting was the desire to divorce the 
saloon from the mercantile business. 
This caused some discussion, as It was 
at flrst desired to let the liquor men at- 
tend to their own fight and not en- 
croach upon their domain. . However, 
as the ordinance was found to be a 
sort of a ^blanket proposition, there 
was nothing left for the merchants to 
do but protest aigalnst the whole. 


The substance of the Earl ordinance 


which has caused such antagonism, is 
as follows: 


"An ordinance establishing and regu- 


lating municipal licenses; also estab- 
lishing and regulating the traffic, vend- 
ing and disposing of spirituous, mait 
and fermented 
liquors, or wines, or 


any admixture thereof In the city of 
Oakland."- 


This pro-posed ordinance throws part 


of the burden 
of taxation 
off liquor 


dealers and places it on the merchants 
in generaf. 


Every kind of business, under the 


proposed ordinance, Is to be taxed in 
proportion to the amount of trade done 
by each. 


The liquor traffic Is the only business 


which will notr under the provisions, 


,ave an extra burden of taxation. The 
licenses for liquor dealers Is planned 
to be reduced from $100 to $50 a quar- 
ter. 
Every other 
business, such as 


merchants, 
pawn 
brokers, 
bankers, 


street cars, peddlers, is proposed to be 
taxed In order to obtain the required 
amount of revenue. 


THE PROTEST. 


After much talk pro and con, the trades- 


men decided unanimously upon the fol- 
lowing protest to the City Council: 


"To the Honorable City Council—Gen- 


tleiren: Tho undersigned merchants of 
Oakland respectfully nnd earnestly pro- 
test against the passage of tho license or- 
dinance now before your honorable body. 


"This crcllna.nco proposes to burden tha 


merchants with a f.poc-Ial tax which Is 
uneven and unfair^ It also proposes to 
reduce tho liquor license one-half. Pre- 
•suma.My this reduction will be met by tho 
merchrnts* special tax. 
"In 1SS7. after the matter had been 


thoroughly discussed by tho public, the 
two parties included In their platform 
plar.ks demanding the abolishment of a 
similar tax. end within five weeks after 
taking? their seats the new Council unan- 
imously passed an ordinance relieving: 
the merchants of this spec-lal and un- 
just tax. 
"Mayor Davis immediately slcrned tho 
ordinance, although this ac.t cut oft one- 
half of his own salary. The compensa- 
tion for that ofilco then being tlxed at GO 
cents a llccnte issued. 


"Tho members of tho committee of the 


Oakland Board of Trade who-had the 
matter In chnrss at that tlmo were Ci. D. 
Pierce, G. B. Daniels and Victor Metcalt. 
It IP evident by tho careers of these ,?en- 
en that their advocacy of thlB meas-' 
did not detract from their popular- 


ity."We believe that license matters as 
then settled are still satisfactory anrl 
should not be disturbed. 
"The r.ierchants ara now paytngr more 


than their sharo In proportion to the CDst 
entailed on the city by their vocations 
and, coiuridLTing the large outlays of this 
class In n'sr.y other forrr.s of taxation, 
private and public, their burdens should 
not bo increased."

M. J. Keller spoke of the ordinance 


and stated that If It was passed it 
would be an add£d burden to the al- 
ready heavily taxed merchants. That 
it was a special tax and was unjust 
and unfair. That the merchants had a 
hard time enough to exist now without 
paying this special tax. 


In regard to the members of the 


Council who are advocating the pas- 
sage of the ordinance, Mr. Keller Bpoke 
as follows: 


"1 do not think that these liquor men 


are trying to flght us. I think It la 
merely spite wortc among themselves. 
They are trying to get back at each 
other and we -merchants come in for 
the punishment. -W'e know that it is 
the liquor dealers In the Council who 
are working for the passage of this or- 
dinance, and if we are to oppose them 
successfully we must work with the 
other side-." 


H. D. Gushing said: 
"We should -make our own fight and" 


not -Interfere with the -liquor men. We 
should not attempt to make any other 
flght than our own. If we do It will 
act as a boomerang and we will be 
doubly licensed In the future." ' 
Fred Sinclair .thought that the pro- 


posed ordinance was an attempt to pun- 
ish the liquor men for not standing 
in together When the matter was pre- 
viously up before .-.the Council. 
• The 'resolution 
prepared 
by M. J. 


Keller was then read protesting against 
the passage of the license ordinance 
by the Council.

Considerable discuss-lon followed as 


to whether the Board of Trade should 
protest 
against the ordinance as, a 


whole, as Mr. Keller's resolution pro- 
vided, or w.hether the protest should 
be against that portion which referred 
to licensing the merchants. 


H. C. Capwell said: 
"I do not think this resolution erf 


protest .Is worded strongly enough. If 
we protest let us make It strong and 
give reasons why we protest in lull. 
I am not fighting against the liquor 
dealers. I want the thing done equit- 
ably. We .have to do the work and we 
should do It properly. The merchants 
of this city cannot afford to advance 
their prices to set off the application 
of -the extra license. 
They 
have to 


contend with the competition of San 
Pra-nclsco merchants who deliver their 
goods here without paying th-e license." 


A. A. Pennoyer said: 
This Js a very objectlorealble ordin- 


ance. If we are to take any action 
against 'it "we must fight the liquor 
men. 
I am opposed -to giving way to 


them. The only way to accomplish our 
end is toy ffiivtnjg'omizing them. 


•Fred Synclall-r so-W: "I thllrtk It iwuld 


be -a bad Job to gret into 'tWe liquor fiigh-t 
and I would Ifke to eliminate -from Mr. 
Keller's resolution toe part 'Shot refers 
to liquor licenses." 


H. C. Caipwell next Spoke. "It Is .to

It means the selection of dele- 
gates by wards and townships where : 
all the precincts of any one division I 
are. in. an Assembly district, but where 
a. precinct- or two laps over Into an- 
other district, separate delegates will 
'be chosen for this fraction. 


For example, the first precinct of tlra 


Third ward Is In the Forty-ninth As-i 
sembiy District, and the remaining 
precfticta --ot,.,the. ward are ill .the FIf-.| 
tieth district. The siT..preclncts in the • 
Fiftieth district "are under the proposed ; 
plan to elect a blanket ticket, while 
the- first precinct in the Forty-ninth 
district will elect a separate ticket hav- 
ing on It hue three delegates, according 
to the apportionment outlined by the 
.County Central Committee. 


If the delegates are to be chosen by 


wards and townships the apportion- 
ment will be as follows 


First ward, -19; Second ward, 24; 


Third ward, 22;^Fourth ward, 21; Fifth 
ward,' 17; Sixth, ward, 16; Seventh 
ward, 26; Brooklyn township, 13; Ala- 
meda township, 42; Oakland township, 
18; Berkeley, 30; Murray township, 14; 
.Washington! township, 17; Eden town- 
ship, IS. 


This gives a total of 297 delegates, 


two short of the number if the appor- 
tionment .Is made by Assembly dis- 
tricts. These figures are based upon 
the last general electio-n and do not 
take into consideration the difference 
which will arise over the 'annexation 
of the outside district, which will ma- 
terially increase the number of dele- 
gates from the Second ward.

FIRST MARRIAGE. 


The story In brief Is that Tripp an<£

They lived to- 
gether In anything bat marital felicity 
until 1SS1, when, according to the story 
of hifl wife, by reason of his cruelty 
and alleged dereliction In the matter 
of marital vows on the part of her 
husband, she was compelled to ask for 
a separation. A Judicial decree, allow- 
ing th« man and woman to live apart 
was frrajnted in New York.under which 
both parties, It la alleged, were pre- 
vented from remarrying, and the hus- 
band was obligated to pay alimony In 
the sum of $100 a month. 


Trlpp, it Is stated In the complaint, 


of the woman, tired of this order and 
went to San Pran'olsco In 1882 and af- 
ter a time brought suit against his 
wife for divorce, charging desertion. 
Accompanying Tripp were three of his 
children; Ethel, Ruby and Genevleve, 
the eldest of whom was about 16 years 
of age. 
At the time of the divorce 


Mrs. Tripp No. 1 was still residing In 
New York. She made no attempt td 
contest the case. During all of these 
years she has been a silent witness to 
the married.life of her former husband, 
but has now brought this suit to set 
aside the divorce of her husband on 
the ground of fraud, asserting at the 
same time that she did not desert him, 
but, 
because of her husband's alleged 


cruelty, she was compelled to live 
apart from him. She also claims that

The country is just awakening to the 


fact that a shadow Is being cast over 
the glories we achieved during the war 
and that,a serious scandal is attached 
to the way affairs have been conduct- 
ed at army headquarters.

the May and placed In the lower floor 
of the custom houst, -which is now 
oeing used as the headquarters of the 
army in Porto Rico. After giving de- 
tails of tha distribution of the supplies, 


th'e report says: 


"In almost every Instance we found 


the army surgeons most anxious to 
have at their disposal money for the 
purchase, of needed luxuries for the 
sick, such as fresh milk, Ice (when ob- 
tainable) and canned goods,' and we 
are happy to 'report that in every case 
ive have.been 
able to meet 
the de- 


mands made upon us. 


"There are 
about 16,000 
American 


soldiers In Porto Rico, and on the day 
of our departure, -August 22, there were 
over 1,000 men on. the sick list. Of this 
number one-half were cases requiring 
prompt and careful treatment.

were a large number of typhoid cases, 


'. but on the 23d hist, this disease was 
'•- Tiot .on the Increase, a fact that Indl- 
'• cate'd'that the malady 'had -been car- 
-'• • rled from the camps at home and is not 


indlgeneous to Porto Rico.

there was a very large Increase in 
diarrhoea, dysentery, dengue or break- 
bone fever, and malarial disorders, due 
to the hot, unhealthy rainy season just 
commencing, which causes the waiter 
supply to be filled with malarial germs

amend said section to read as follows: 


Section IS. No county, city, town, town- 


ship, board of education or school district 
shall incur any Indebtedness or liability 
In any manner or for any purpose exceed- 
ing in any year the Income and revenue 
provided for it for such year, without the 
assent of two-thirds of the Qualified elec- 
tors thereof, voting at an election to be 
held for that purpose, nor unless before, 
or at tho time of incurring such indebted- 
ness, provision shall be made for the col- 
lection of an. annual tax sufficient to pay 
the interest on such Indebtedness as it 
falls due, and also provision to constitute 
a. sinking fund for the payment of tho

A\resolution proposing to the people of 
the^tate of California an amendment to 
tho.'-constltuilon of the State, by adding 
a new seclion, to be known and desig- 
nated as section seven and one-half, ar- 
ticle eleven thereof, providing for the 
framing, by the inhabitants of counties, 
of local county government acts for their 
own government. The said proposed new 
ticction to read as follows: 


Section 7%4. The inhabitants of any coun- 
ty may frame a1 county government act 
for their own government, relating to the 
matters hereinafter specified, and con- 
sistent with, and subject to, the Consti- 
tution and laws of this State, by causing 
a board of fifteen freeholders, who have 
been, for at least flve years, qualified 
electors of such county, to be elected by 
the qualified electors of such county, at 
any general or special election, whose 
duty it shall be, within ninety days after 
such election, to prepare and propo'se a 
county government act for such county, 


i which shall be signed in duplicate by the 


members of such board, or a majority of 
| them, and returned, one copy thereof to 
i the Board of Supervisors or other legis- 
lative body cf such county, and the other 
copy to be sent to the Recorder of deods 
of the county. Such proposed county gov- 
ernment act shall then be published in 
two papers of general circulation in such 
county, or if there be not two such pa- 
pers, then in one only, for lit least twenty 
days, and within not less than thirty days 
after such publication it shall be submit- 
ted to the qualified electors of such coun- 
ty, at a general or special' election, ond 
if 'a majority of such Qualified electors 
voting thereon shall ratify the same, it 
shall thereafter be submitted to the Leg- 
islature for its rejection or approval, as 
a whole, without power of alteration or 
amendment, and if approved by a major- 
ity of the membsra elected to each house 
it shall be the county government act ot 
such county, and shall in such case be- 
come the organic law thereof and super- 
sede any existing county government act 
and all amendments thereof, and all spe- 
cial laws Inconsistent with such county 
government act. 


A copy of such county government act 


certified by the President of the Board 6: 
Supervisors or other legislative body of 
such county, and authenticated by the 
seal of such county, setting forth the 
submission of such county government 
act to the electors, and its ratification by 
them, shall be mode in duplicate, and de- 
posited, one in the office of the Secretary 
of State, the 'other, after being recorded 
in'.' the office of the Recorder of deeds in 
the county, among the archives of the 
county. 
-All courts shall take Judicial notice 
ther°of. The county government act so 
ratified may be amended, at intervals of 
not less than two years, by proposals 
therefor, submitted by the legislative au- 
thority of the county, to the qualified 
electors thereof, at a general or special 
tlectlon held at least forty days after the

The City Council, as predicted in last, 


evening's Tribune, passed the 
ordi- 


nance for the improvement ot Lake 
Merritt and the abatement ot t-he un- 
sanitary conditionS'Whlch have existed 
so long In the aristocratic portion of 
the city of Oakland. The a.pplause.and 
kind words which followed the unan- 
imous adoption of the measure came 
from over one-hundred 
cf 
the- most 


prominent cltl2ens and showed 
that 


they appreciated the prompt and will- 
ing manner in which the members ot 
the ruling civic body rose to the emer- 
gency. 


Within five minutes after the ordi- 


nance was adopted it became a law, 
for 'Mayor Thomas Immediately nfflxed 
Ills signature. This speidy response 
for the welfare of the city brought 
forth another outburst of approbation. 
•Now that the first step has been so 
willingly taken, it will he hut a matter 
of time and work -before the great im- 
provement is a reality.
